SHARPEST DECLINE 
ON STOCK MARKET 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (UP)—The 
stock market had its widest de- 
cline since July 29 today on vol- 
ume of 1,290,000 shares, largest 
turnover since Oct. 30. 

The heaviest selling came in 
the last hour and a half of trad- 
ing when disappointed holders 
dumped their shares because the 
industrial average which they 
watched as a barometer dipped be- 
low its previous resistance level. 
These traders follow chart forma- 
tions.of the market and the early 
decline today was considered a 
signal to sell. 

Other factors to which the de- 
cline were attributed were the for- 
eign situation, particularly disturb- 
ances in France and Palestine, and 
the fears of congressional cevelop- 
ments on anti-inflation. 

Net losses ranged to $8 a stare 
in the high-priced Coca-Cola which 
closed at $172 a share.

ADEN, Dec. 5 (AP)—British 
airborne troops arrived in this 
British colony today and helped 
police put down anti-Jewish riot- 
ing The situation tonight was 
calm. 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP) — Anti- 
Jewish rioting in the British col- 
ony of Aden has cost 44 lives since 
Tuesday, a colonial office spokes- 
man said today. British troops are 
being flown from the Suez canal 
zone, 

The British colony and proctec- 
torate is near the entrance to the 
Red sea. 

The colonial office said cables 
from Gov. Sir Reginald Champion 
reported the death of 25 Arabs and 
19 Jews, with the wounding of 
many more. 

A British naval party from two 
destroyers has been helping the 
Aden police force. The spokesman 
denied rumors reaching Khartoum 
that a British official had been 
killed, 

Police have used tear gas and 
rifle fire to beat back rioters loot- 
ing shops and burning Jewish- 
owned cars, reports to London 
said. More than 100 Arabs and 
Jews were wounded as police 
raced against time to evacuate 900 
Jews from one village Wednesday. 
Fourteen Jews who stayed behind 
were killed. 

Aden, a key port for bunkering 
of British ships, went under par- 
tial curfew Wednesday. The cur- 
few became total tonight and will 
be indefinite, Aden authorities re- 
ported. 

Meanwhile, in Palestine, fires 
swept out of control after an Arab 
attack on the all-Jewish city of 
Tel Aviv. Thirty Arab-owned 
homes evacuated by Jewish fami- 
lies were burned.

Approved by the more than 3000 
delegates to the N. A. M.“ s Congress 
of American Industry at the Wal- 
|dort-Astoria Hotel, the proposed 
budget is about seven Dillion less 
than current appropriations, af- | 
fording a chance to reduce. taxes 
that amount. 


The recommendations are based | 
on reports of House and Senate 
subcommittees, the N. A. M. board 
of directors says.

He ignored his own serious 
handicap so completely, a friend 
said today, that neither his 
acquaintances nor his patients 
thought of him as crippled, His 
inspiring personal qualities, as 
much as his professional skill, 
helped many to surmount their 
handicaps. 

Medical School Teacher. 


He was associate professor of 
orthopedic surgery in Washington 
University Medical School from 
1910 to 1933, when he went to St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine in the same capacity. He 
became professor and director of 
that department in 1938, and was 
on the advisory staff of St. Mary’s 
Infirmary; consultant in orthoped- 
ics of St. Luke’s Hospital; ortho- 
pedist in chief, St. Mary’s group 
of hospitals, and orthopedic sur- 
geon of DePaul Hospital. 

Dr. O'Reilly was president of 
the St. Louls Society for Crippled 
Children, and held office and 
committee chairmanships in the 
state and national societies. He 
was a former member of the board 
of governors of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and held official 
positions at different times in 
other professional bodies. 

He was active also in charitable 
and civic organizations, serviig 
on the charities committee and 
the Air Board of the Chamber of 
Commerte, One of the founders 
of the it. Louls Little Theater, 
now Community. Playhouse, he 
was for 20 years a member of its 
board. 3 

Dr, O’Reilly was the son of the 
late Dr. Thomas W. O'Reilly and 
Mary Archer O'Reilly. He attend- 
ed Smith Academy, then the pre- 
paratory department of Washing- 
ton University; and entered Har- 


vard University, where he took 
his A.B. degree in 1902 and his 
M.D. in 1906.

HE United States embassy in Moscow has confirmed reports 
a “buying spree” in Russia, Under Secretary of State Robert 
A. Lovett said today, but he cautioned “it would be a mistake 
to attach too much importance” to this. 


The Under Secretary said it is the State Department's opinion 
that thig situation “does not indicate a breakdown” of the Soviet 


economy, 


Lovett added that Russia's econ- 
omy has been subject to periodic 


shake-ups, although “they are in- 
clined to state it is shockproof.” 

Lovett told the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee that a tele- 
gram just received from Ambas- 
sador Walter Bedell Smith indi- 
cated “panic buying” because of 
fears of a change in the value of 
Russian currency, 

This cable also indicated, Lovett 
added, that American newspaper- 
men in Moscow are “unable to 
pass reports on panic buying” be- 
cause of Soviet censorship. 

The report was first carried on 
a broadcast by the State Depart- 
ment’s “Voice of America” radio 
program Wednesday. If was 


‘broadcast in 23 languages but was 


not beamed to Russia. 

Several senators interpreted the 
report as meaning the Soviet .eco- 
nomic system may be facing 
serious trouble. 

Reports reaching London from 
sources familiar with conditions 
inside the Soviet Union: bear out 
the Washington report that a buy- 
ing spree is under way.

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Marshall Is Commendably Blunt 


Seerstafy of State Marshall's latest words at 
the London conference are those of a man who 
has been very patient, who still would like to 
try to work out the problems of Germany and 
Austria, but who has been forced by circum- 
stances to decide that the meeting of Foreign 
Ministers is worth little if any more time. 

When Russian Foreign Minister Molotov put 
himself squarely in the way of ent on an 
Austrian independence treaty with the accusa- 
tion that the Western democracies are planning 


to enslave Austria with economic aid, our Secre- 


tary of State took the floor to say bluntly: 
We are all aware of the real purpose of 
attacks of this nature. Indeed, it has been, 
announced. It is to disrupt the at co- 
yperative movement that is being launched 
or the economic recovery of Europe. 


Secretary Marshall then went on to assert 
that he did not think that Molotov believed his 
own words, that all this was a distortion of the 
United States’ motives and that he was con- 
vineed the Soviet Foreign Minister knew it as 
well as anyone. 

This is a significant exchange because it pre- 
sents Secretary Marshall at his sharpest thus 
far in the London conference. If the Russians 
persist in this obstruction and misrepresenta- 
tion, there will be no use in continuing the 
meeting.

Then 
the United States, Britain and France can get 
together on a three-power administration of 
Western Germany.

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Capitalist With a Cleaver 
George Rookstool, ‘the Philadelphia retail 
butcher who sells meat at wholesale prices, plus 


a $1.25-per-customer-per-week service fee, had a 
sound idea at the start. It is proving popular in 


practice. Rookstool hoped for 300 customers. At 


last report he had 560, and was planning to cut 
the fee to 75 cents, The idea has aroused inter- 
est among other meat merchants, including three 
operators who have announced similar experi- 
ments in St. Louis. 

Obviously, this plan serves the customer's in- 
terest. Rookstool claims it saves the customer 
25 per cent, But it ‘is equally sound for the 
seller, because it brings Rookstool all the trade 
he can handle, He prefers, as a genuinely en- 
terprising merchant should, to gain his income 
from a large turnover at a low unit profit, rather 
than to wait for customers at a higher price. 

Two objections could be raised. First, not all 
kinds of stores could use such a plan, A piano 
dealer obviously could not, but dealers in many 
steadily bought items, especially foods, could do 
it. Second, part of Rookstool’s advantage comes 
from taking trade away from higher-price buteh- 
ers. But if more enterprising capitalists forced 
their competitors to bring down prices, then 
Americans would eat more meat and enjoy more 
of other good things as well. 
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A Chance for Morale 

After four months, the State Department, 
which fired seven employes as poor security 
risks but denied them falr trial, is making 
amends.

The intricate and highly profitable fi- 
nancial superstructure which the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. has erected 
over the business of supplying most of the 
United States with telephone service is 
coming in for some searching questioning 
as A. T. KT. seeks to force telephone rates 
up generally over the country. The city of 
St. Louis has just joined Kansas City and 
ümerous state regulatory commissions 
and newspapers in urging thorough in- 
quiries. N 

In Oklahoma, Missouri, Arkansas and 
Kansas it is the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. which petitions for higher rates. 
In Tennessee and several Southern states, 
it was Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co, In New Jersey, it was the New 
Jersey Bell Telephone Co. But the guid- 
ing hand in the campaign is that of 
A.T.&T., the holding company which domi- 
nates each of the three regional companies 
mentioned and 18 others elsewhere in the 
United States, 


Many Singers, One Tune 


Just as the petitions which Southwest- 
ern Bell filed simultaneously in four states 
use almost the same wording, so the peti- 
tions filed by other A. T. 4. T. subsidiaries 
make the same arguments and employ the 
same language. 

In concurring in the decision of the other 
members of the Tennessee Railroad and 
Public Utilities Commission denying South- 
ern Bell's petition for a rate increase in 
Tennessee, Commissioner Leon Jourolmon 
Jr. had this to say: 

“The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. owns 100 per cent of the voting stock 
in Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., one of 21 associated telephone com- 
panies whose operations cover the entire 
area of the United States. (It also wholly 
owns the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co.) 
From its New York office the company 
exercises monopoly dominion over 80 to 90 
per cent of the nation’s local telephone 
service and nearly 100 per cent of its long 
distance service. It is the owner of a 
manufacturing subsidiary know as West- 
ern Electric Co., .which manufactures 90 
per cent of the telephone apparatus and 
equipment used in the United States. 

“The income of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. is derived ultimately 
from the rates paid by subscribers to tele- 
phone service throughout the country, 


At the, Consumer's Expense 


The policies of control employed by the 
American company tend to inflate both 
operating expenses and property valuations 
and thus support excessive telephone rates, 
The major procedures in which the rates 
of associated companies are inflated relate 
to: 


“1, The sale of telephone equipment, ap- 
paratus and plant facilities by Western 
Electric, Inc., to the associated companies, 
under the provisions of what is known as 
the standard supply contract, through 
which all excessive charges enter into prop- 
erty valuations, depreciation allowable, and 
ultimately the rates fixed for telephone 
service, 


“2. The license agreement under which 
the American company exacts tribute from

“4. The expenditure of large amounts for 
public relations activities, virtually all of 
which inhere to the benefit of the owners 
of the company and to the detriment of the 
rate payers.

“As a result of these various practices 
the company consistently obtains profits 
and distributes dividends which are greatly 
in excess of those requisite to enable it to 


sell its stock at par, which in itself is an 


indication that the conditions under which 
the company exists and governs the na- 
tionwide concentration of telephone fa- 
cilities bring it a return above that which it 
would be entitled to if it were subject to 
either true competition or strict regula- 
tion.“

CIO maritime union, informed by 
its treasurer that it is virtually 
“destitute,” has ordered a sharp 
cut in staff personnel in all ports 
and a 10 per cent reduction in sal- 
aries, NMU Vice President Jack 
Lawrenson said last night. 

Treasurer M. Hedley Stone, in a
